ITH original inclination and training to suit, C. J. McMaster, the laird of Glenview Farm, has always offered 
a high class lot of cattle whenever he has invited the breeders to assemble at a public sale from his herd. 
It is a matter of personal pride with Mr. McMaster to offer none but cattle that will suit experienced judges. 


He is one of the men who bar excuses so far as his property is concerned. It is either one thing or another, and he 
desires that everything he sells be gauged according to its individual merits. In the Shorthorn band which he will sub- 
mit for public appraisal in his next sale at Glenview Farm, Altona, Ill, June 6, he will offer cows, bulls and heifers 
which will provoke eager competition among the bidders at the ringside. 


Primarily Mr. McMaster is a stickler for burliness, ruggedness and strong constitution in his breeding cattle. 
His reserve stock females are a bouncing lot—full of flesh and vigor, every one of them a heavy one. At the same 
time he has always taken pains never to sacrifice type for strength, with the result that breeders desiring to add sub- 
stance and weight to their herds will find what they need in the Glenview offering. We are not trying to particularize 
at this writing, merely viewing the offering as a unit. 


In the great white bull, Silverdale, the laird of Glenview owns one of the best Shorthorn bulls alive today. He 
is by the incomparable Avondale, and some good judges have pronounced him the best son of that great sire now doing 
service. Silverdale is a weighty bull, full of width, length and depth and straight lines. His carriage is majestic, his 
whole appearance lordly and his weight, in reasonable service condition, exceeds 2,400 pounds. His verity of Shorthorn 
character is undeniable, and yet with all his massive conformation and depth of flesh, his extended service in the herd, 
and his age, now just past six years, he is as smooth as he ever was and as mellow to the touch as one often finds a 
bull calf. In short, Silverdale is one of the highest class Shorthorns alive today, and breeders seeking to strengthen 
their herds by the purchase of heifers by such a sire, or of cows with calves at side by him and again rebred, will find 
just what they need in the Glenview Sale. 

As chief assistant to this white lord of the harem is Ontario Gloster, full brother to Fair Acres Gloster, grand 
champion of 1914 and 1915 at several important shows.

A LITTLE HISTORY 


It is less than a dozen years since the first $500 Shorthorn cow was bought for the Glenview herd. 
She is now 14 years old and will soon deliver her ninth calf for Glenview Farm. Her produce (although 
nothing sensational) have all been uniformly good. She soon repaid her purchase price, and each suc- 
ceeding year she has contributed to Glenview, in lieu of care and feed, a return of from sixty to one 
hundred per cent on the initial investment. 

This cow is Lady Douglas 2d, a daughter of the grand old cow imp. Lady Douglas. Hundreds of 
Shorthorn cows have done as well or better. In many instances one calf has brought a greater return 
than the entire produce from this cow. We use her as an example of what one good honest business 
Shorthorn cow will do with a little feed and care. Other cows have since been bought into the herd at 
higher prices. In almost every instance they have returned the purchase price with their first calf. 

What is the real value of this kind of seed? Who can correctly estimate their worth in dollars and 
cents? I will answer by making the statement that four figures would be required to represent the 
dollars paid for a number of the best animals selected for the Glenview herd, and I am free to say that 
I have yet to buy my first honest Shorthorn that was bought too dear.

In other words, 
buy a few good cows and take care of them; buy 
within your means, but buy merit, though it costs 
more; endeavor to breed a class of cattle that will 
command good prices; let the public know that you 
have them, and you will find plenty of buyers at 
prices that will be entirely satisfactory. Sow good 
seed, take care of the growing crop, and the harvest 
will be profitable-—Rank C. Forbes.
